New York, Aug. 19.—Sam Schepps, al- 


leged paymaster of the murderers of 
Herman Rosenthal, arrived in Jfew York 
from Albany this forenoon and was 
taken immediately to the west side pris-^ 
on, where he will be placed in a cell. 
Although held only as a material wit- 
ness, District Attorney Whitman, who 
came down from Albany'with Schepps, 
said that he would be' arraigned in court 
as a matter of form. 


There was a clash between the district 


attorney and 
detectives 
from police 


headquarters as soon as the train pullsd 


1 in. 
Detective Haggerty, who said he 


had beep sent up by Deputy. Commis- 
sioner Dougherty, tried to take charge 
of the prisoner, but Mr. Whitman would 
have none of it and insisted that the 
district attorney's 
office 
alone should 


have charge. 


A curious 
crowd 
followed Schepps 


through the. station, but Schepps only 
•railed and said that he was glad to get 
back to New York. When asked if «c 
had told all he knew concerning- the 
Rosenthal case, he grinned and replied: 


"We didn't discuss anything like that. 


We just had a nice chat." It is known, 
however, 
that Schepps 
substantially 


corroborated "Jack" Eose's story. 


Rose is Corroborated. 


/"I have, obtained from Sam Schepps 
the corroborative evidence I expected.'' 
Charles S. Whitman, district. attprney 
of New York made this statement on 
the train, at Toughkeepsie this morning, 
after a. brief" conference with the little 
gambler, who 
was 
captured at Hot 


Springs a's^a. .material witness in the 
RpsehtnlJ murder case. 


Mr. 'Whitmaa joined the party .at Al- 


bany early and greeted' Schepps. in the 
§tat« room of a Pullman. 
They shook 


hands .cordially and although Schepps 
Vas a'bit nervous, he told "the prosecu- 
tor that'.he would, tell freely, all, he 
knew of the event -which led up to 
Kogenthal's death. Assured of this, Mr.' 
Whitman did not prolong the Confer- 
ence, but after "sizing his man up," left 
him with detectives, arid then breakfast- 
ed with. Assistant 'District Attorney 
Rubin,-who has had charge of Schepps 
since his capture at Hot Springs. 


Not in Murder Car. - 
! 
Schepps.- was not - in the car at the_ 


time of. the shooting, but'he w.as in it" 
earlier in the evening, and according to 
Rose, subsequently was the paymaster. 
of the crew. The train bearing -Schepps 
and his custodians; from Buffalo, reach- 
ed Albany at 4:40 o'clock this morning. 
Mr. Whitman' in the . iaeantime, was 
. waiting-' at an Albany hotel. Schepps 
was taken from the train. "Then.'Mr. 
Whitman suddenly- decided to leave for 
New York at.once, and a dash was made 
for the station to get the 6:.50 train. . 


Notwithstanding ihe 
early 
hour a 


curious crowd followed Schepps through 
the 'streets. .It ' was after 
midnight 


when-Schepps retired on the -train last 
night, but he was one of the first up 
when Albany was reached. He ate a 
hearty' breakfast on the train and today 
evinced none of the fear of the "sys- 
tem's" vengeance that .has 
been at- 


tributed to him heretofore. 
He was 


dressed neatly, wore eye-glasses and 
looked onx the -whole very much as a 
quiet little- traveling salesman of stud- 
ious bent.

Storm in Years. 


At Kirigsland, Ind., the residence and

morning, entailing a" loss of approxi- 
mately 81,000. Mr. Reber was sleeping 
>n the second floor of the building when 
t -was struck by a bolt of lightning.. He 
slept wliile- the house burned, until his 
wife, who had escaped from the build- 
ng, rushed back and awakened him. 
[he store" building adjoined the residence 
and. all the stock of groceries burned 
when flames enveloped the structure. 


From Bluffton comes reports of con- 


siderable ^damage in .the country. A 
new barn on the farm of Mrs. John Bow- 
man, in Wells county, east of Bluffton, 
was struck and' burned. 
The building 


with its contents,' consisting 
of 800 


bushels of oats, 20 tons of hay and farm 
machinery, was completely destroye* 
Insurance for' $1,000 was carried on the 
building, and a like amount on-its con- 
tents. 


Worst in Years. 


Late reports from all parts of north- 


ern Indiana confirm earlier news of 
great - damage wrought by" the severe 
electrical 
storm 
of Saturday 
night. 


There- is -hardly a town throughout the 
district not reporting more or less loss 
either from the high wind or from light- 
ning. At this time it is impossible to 
estimate the total loss. The storm was 
the worst in year? and apparently cen- 
tered in northeastern Indiana. 


In less than six hours more than two 


inches of rain fell in Fort Wayne. Ac- 
companied by high wind? and a verita- 
ble cloudburst the storm threw the city

Hundred? of acres of 
grain were blown over in the country, 
and farmers report the greatest loss to 
their corn, which was practically ham- 
mered into the earth by tlie terrific rain.

Senate Agrees "With . the 


House on the Clause 


of Measure., 


Washington.. Aug. 19.—After a spirit- 


ed debate the senate today repassed the 
vetoed legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill still carrying a pro- 
vision for the abolishment of the com- 
merce court. A majority of the appro- 
priations committee reported 
the bill 


with provision for the retention of the 
court and when this was eliminated Mr. 
Taft's friends 
predicted that the bill 


again would be vetoed. 


The senate agreed with the house in 


leaving out the provision to limit ten- 
ure of office of civil service employes to 
seven years, to which the president had 
also objected. 


"There is no secret about the fact," 


said Senator Warren, "that if this bill 
goes tothe president with this clause 
left in'we will get another veto. It is 
just a question of whether we want • to 
get through here 
and get home, or 


whether we want to stay here and pass 
bills and get vetoes ad inflnitum." 


Senator Clapp,. of Minnesota, jumped 


to his feet. "Mr. President," he shout- 
ed, "this is not a question of getting 
through and getting home. This is a 
question of doing what we believe to be 
our duty." 


Senator Overman also protested. 
"Both the house and senate have vot- 


ed by- large majorities to abolish this 
court," he said; "the people of the 
United States have signified their desire, 
that this court should be abolished. The 
president of the United States is now 
lined up against the people. The house 
will insist on abolishing the court and I 
protest that we should stand by them." 


Senator Bacon, of Georgia, objected 


to the stand of Senator Warren. "I rise 
to a point of order.'' he exclaimed. "I 
believe that it is absolutely out of or- 
der to attempt to influence the votes 
of senators by threatening them with 
what the president will or will not do." 


Senator Warren protested that he was 


only stating facts. 


Senator Overman's substitute contain- 


ing a provision to abolish the courts 
was adopted. 35 to 23. The republicans 
who voted with the democrats to passit 
were: 
Senators Borah, Bourne, Bris- 


tow. Clapp, Crawford, Cummins, Fall, 
Heyburn, LaFolIette, Xelson, Poindester 
and works.

An ad- 
dition to the present building would be possible, but it is 
pointed out that, at best this would be but a temporary ex- 
pedient, and would mean another enlargement, in five or 
ten years at the most. Again, the Fort Wayne federal 


• building, though erected not more than a quarter of a 


century ago, is a vastly different type of structure from, 
that demanded by modern necessity in the handling of 
mails ,and it cannot be changed to conform with present 
requirements. In all probability the government will de- 
'cide upon an entirely new building and a new site when 
it starts in to improve its facilities in this city. The mat- 


/ter is one to which Representative Cline has been giv- 


ing serious attention for some time. The federal build- 
ing in this city houses not, only the postoffice, but the of- 
fices • of the internal revenue department, the United 
States commissioner, the United States marshal, the post- 
office inspector and some of the recruiting offices. Gov- 
ernment agents have been prompt to realize that with 
some quarters already crowded a new building Avill be an 
| absolute necessity in Fort, Wayne within a very few years.

spent fifteen years in the study of th 
ippendix, seeking a cure of appendiciti 
jnd to discover tho purpose of the orga 
ill the human structure. The condition 
which be lias reached are novel in mecli 


l annals. 
Briefly, Dr. Feinbcrg believes that th 


appendix is of vital importance in th 
unborn child. 
After the birth of th 


child, Dr. Feinberg declares, the utilit 
of the appendix is at nn end and th 
organ gradually atrophies, until in mr 
ture life it simulates a rudimentary mas 
of tissue. 


"The appendix is found in an enlarge 


state in the child before birth." Dr. Feil 
berg said. "As is commonly known, th 
child at that period possesses several or 
gans that differ greatly from those whk 
are found immediately after birth, whe 
he begins to breathe -and take nouns! 
ment—for instance, the henrt. the lun; 
and the intestinal tract. In my opinion 
the appendix hns some particular action 
in relation to the intestinal canal until 
the time of birth. 


"From variov.s opportunities for ob- 


Fe'rvation and experiment I have discov- 
ered that the appendix has a valve-like 
action upon the intestines which pre- 
vents the entrance of 'foreign substances 
into the body .of .the unborn child. After

is of no further use.

GOAT REPLACES MUTTON. 


Money Saved in Prison By Using a Sub- 


stitute. 


Salem, Ore., Aug. 19.—By the intro- 


duction of goat meat ut the penitentiary 
last May, Frank Curtis, superintendent 
of the penitentiary, figures that he 1ms 
effected considerable of a savin* in the 
way of meats. Mutton, he declared, was 
high in the market, and in addition, he, 
asserts, meat firms taking contracts to 
supply the institution with mutton were 
smuggling in goat meat. 


He found this meat as pood as the 


mutton, and when an opportunity pre- 
sented itself last May to purchase eighty 
goats at a reasonable price he did so. 


Oont meat since then has been served 


at the penitentiary, two. or three times 
a week, until this last month, when it 
was considerably reduced. Some of the 
convicts at first demurred against eating 
it, but he declares none of them passed 


it up when they finally sat, down"to the 
table. 


The superintendent now has a number 


of convicts manufacturing mattresses for 
the Eastern Oregon branch asylum* lie 
plans nl?o in the near future to put a 
crew at work manufacturing bedsteads 
end furniture for this institution.
